A souvenir in the form of a 
safe conduct pass into Allied 
lines was recently received by 
Mrt> W. H. Wilmot, Sharon, in a 
letter from Bdr, E. G. Jeffery, 
ih Holland. Bdr. Jcffcry is a 
former resident of Sharon. 

The pass is printed on red 
bank note paper. On the top of 
the pass arc the emblems of 
Great Britain and U.S.A. Be- 
low the coats of arms is printed 
In large letters, "Safe Conduct." 
An English text follows: "The 
German soldier who carries this 
safe-conduct is using it as n sign 
of his genuine intention to give 
himself up. He is to be dis- 
armed, to be well looked after, 
to receive food and medical at- 
tention as required, and is to be 
removed from the danger zone 
as soon as possible.

"Ttiey always 
arrive, however, and quite regu- 
larly too. I'm most sincerely 
appreciative of your generous 
kindness in this. I would like to 
congratulate you in your tireless 
effort to keep in touch with so 
many from Newmarket I fol- 
low their activities through the 
Newmarket Era and Express. 

"One morning not long ago 
we packed up and left sunny 
France for somewhere in Bel- 
gium nearly 3M miles distant 
It was an exciting adventure to 
be on the movo again and the 
boys have more tales of this 
three-day trip than I could 
begin to mention. We slept in 
the open and lived on compo 
rations which were cooked by 
one of the six in each lorrie. 
During daylight the weather was 
excellent but It rained each 
night which caused some fast 
scrambling for the back of 
lorries. 

"Along the rond we passed a 
great many burned out German 
lorries and abandoned guns. 
Many places had been bombed 
heavily, and it was not yet safe 
to leave the roads for more than 
eight feet on each side because 
of mines. Near the river Ornc 
we saw large numbers of our 
gliders, nearly all damaged, 
where the paratroops landed on 
D-day and held out until the 
Normandy bridgehead was ex- 
tended to include them. 

"We passed through many of 
tho places mode famous in the 
last war such as Llseaux, Rouen, 
Arras, Amiens and Cambrai. As 
we rode through Brussels tho 
people camo out to givo the boys 
the most enthusiastic welcomo

N. L- Mathews, special prosecutor 
Tor the department of national 
health, told Magistrate Woodliffe 
that the crown intended to proceed 
by indictment. The defence elected 
to be tried by his worship rather 
than by jud^'e and jury- 
Proceeding first with the charge 
against "Miss Hamilton of illegal 
possession of diacetalmorphine, to 
which she had pleaded not guilty. 
Constable Thomas Greenfield, a 
I druggist on the narcotic squad of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, was called to the stand. 

"As a result of information re- 
ceived I proceeded to York County 
hospital on Sept. 18." testified the 
witness. M I was accompanied by 
Constables Carson and Cubitv, both 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. I went there to investigate 
a shortage of drugs. I made a 
search of the room of the accused. 
Her room was situated in the 
nurses* residence which is separate 
from the hospital. Miss Hill, the 
superintendent of the hospital, was 
present during the search. In Mi.ss 
Hamilton's room I found various 
bottles which I seized and placed 
in a container. Among the objects 
seized was a bottle marked H3D. 
This was a green bottle containing 
a few drops of liquid. I took it 
to Toionto and handed it to Con- 
stable Cllbltt. It was taken to the 
dominion analyst. The certificate 
of analysis shows that a sample of 
the content was diacetalmorphine 

heroin. 

. "in the room I also found six 
other vials," continued the officer. 
In each vial he stated that there 
were only traces of powders which 
when analysed were found to be 
diacetalmorphine. 

Cross-examined by the defence 
counsel, the witness stated that 
Miss Hamilton said that she had 
merely been collecting these bottles. 

Despite the argument of the de- 
fendant's counsel. Magistrate Wood- 
liffe ruled that there was enough 
evidence against Miss Hamilton to 
warrant a defence. Her solicitor 
refused, put her in the box and 
his worship handed down a convic- 
tion on the having morphine charge. 

Returning to tho stand to give 
evidence In the other two charges. 
Constable Greenfield stated: "On 
Sept. 18 I went to York County 
hospital to Investigate the short- 
age of narcotics which was re- 
ported by the auditor. When I went 
to the hospital I was accompanied 
by Constables Cnrson and Cubltt. I 
interrogated the accused In the 
x-ray room. I asked her to turn 
out the pockets of her uniform. 
She did bo. There was a syringe, 
two bottles, and some tablets 
wrapped In tissue. I asked her 
what it was and at first she cald 
that It was adrenalin which she 
used for her nose condition. When 
I told her that I was going to have 
it analysed she said that It was 

morphine which she took from the 
hospital.** 
Questioned by Mr. Mathews, the

Questioned as to the amount of 

narcotics shown missing from the 
hospital as indicated by the audi- 
tor's report, the officer st&tetf that 

fiom Jan. 1. 1944, to Aug. 1, 13«, 
there were 9,407 tablets with a 
wholesale value of $150 missing and 
from the period of Auk. IS to Sept. 
1, 634 tablets with a wholesale 
value of $10 were missing. He 
stated that the thugs wore kept 
In a safe for which there were two 
keys. One of these keys was kept 
in the possession of Miss Hill and 
the other by Miss Hamilton, he 
said. The witness stated that there 
is a shortage of narcotics at pres- 
ent due to the need of the armies 
overseas. 

Called by her counsel to the 
stand, Miss Hamilton admitted tak- 
ing a small amount of morphine 
from the hospital but denied taking 
the entire amount which was re- 
ported missing. She said that she 
had not had the key to the cabinet 
in her possession the entire time 
that she had been with the hospital. 
There had been some drugs missing* 
she said, and it was believed that 
another nurse had taken some. 

"You are not suggesting that 
Miss Hill took any of the drugs 
are you?" queried Mr. Mathews. 

"Absolutely not." replied Miss 
Hamilton. 

"Did you know that from Jan. 1 
the shortage was more than the 
amount of drugs used by the hos- 
pital?" "No. I did not." 

"I have known the accused wo- 
man for four yea is," testified Dr. 
C. J. Dcvins, Aurora, president-elect 
of the Ontario Medical Association, 
who was called by the defence as 
character witness. "I was astound- 
ed to hear about this. I knew her at 
Dr. Boland's office and at Voik 
County hospital. She is one of the 
moat efficient nurses and has cer- 
tainly done some excellent work.

"I've no authority to send her lo 
a place of cure." said Magistrate 
Woodliffe. "Hut if you send a de- 
putation down on her behalf she 
may be sent to some hospital." 

Dr. Fletcher of the Ontario Hos- 
pital. Toionto. told hla worship that 
he had treated Miss Hamilton 
since Sept. 20. He said he found 
her to be an intelligent and highly 
trained technician. To his knowl- 
edge, he testified, with the excep- 
tion of an aspirin and one Injection 
of codeine, she has had no drugs 
since she has been under his care. 

Aaked how long the defendant 
has been addicted, the doctor stat- 
ed that she had been taking drugs 
for about four years. She hnd 
stopped using them after she hod 
left Rrockvillc and started again 
when ahe came to Newmarket, he 
said. 

Mias Hamilton'* alster appeared 
on the stand and told hla worship 
that the defendant had been on the 
staff of the Krockvltlc Memorial 
hospital for 19 years, that ahc had 
{worked hard all her life and had 
hnd little social amusement. 

"I have known tho family for 
over 40 years." stated Mr. Johnston. 
an insurance broker. "I did not 
know she had taken drugs. It 
srerns to me that she is Just laying 
the price of being too conscien- 
tious." 

"I have not been long In tho 
criminal courts but I have had a 
very wide experience and this Is 
the worst and most tingle exper- 
ience of my life," commented the 
counsel for the defence. "Tho de- 
fendant was a hard worker. She 
never t spared herself. She has 
hurt no one but hcrsnlf. She had 
no social life or amusement. Now 
at the ago of -13 when most woman 
look forward to a q«let |jf e ft t 
home she had nothing to look for- } 
ward lo. I ask your worship to bo 
merciful and to do all In your 
power to help build up her life. I 
ask you to give her the minimum 
penalty." / 

"I agree with tho defence that 
the accused has a Very good reputa- 
tion and heretofore haa been an 
excellent nurso with the excoptlon 
of her Indulgence Jn narcotics." 
stated Mr. Mathews. 

In handing down judgment his 
worship told Misa Hamilton: "Thia 
Is a very acrious case. I can take 
into consideration that you are a 
■Ick person, a person requiring 
medical attention. On the theft 
charge there Is no doubt but that 
you did not keep a correct record 
or report losses to the proper 
authorities. No doubt you are not 
responsible for all the shortage but 
you aro responsible for the amount 
of drugs found In your possession. 
I presume the drugs you stole were 
for your own use." 

Pound guilty on a charge of Ill- 
egal possession of liquor, E. M. 
WiJIln, R. r, J, Oormley, was fined 
$100 and costs or one month in 
Jail. His worship ordered the liquor 
found on tho premises confiscated. 
A similar charge against Mrs. Olive 
Simmons, Aurora, who was jointly 
charged with Mr. Willis, was dis- 
missed. A charge of keeping liquor 
for sale against both Mr. Willis 
and Mrs, flimmona was withdrawn 
with the consent of the crown. 

According to Dt-t votive Robert 
Martlndate of the York county 
police, ht had visited the home 
of Mrs. mmmons In Aurora at Mf 
Mi. on tin night of Oct « at 



which time a party was in progress 
Upon searching the premises, h< 
said, he found 19 quarts and 1* 
pints of ale. one bottle of whiskey, 
one part bottle of brandy and five 
bottles of wine. He stated that 
both defendants admitted owner- 
ship of the liquor. 

Constable Martindalo stated thnt 
he examined the defendant's per- 
mits and found Airs. Simmons' to 
be registered with her Aurora add- 
ress. Mr. Willis' was registered 
with another address. He said 
that he was living at Mrs. Sim- 
mons* house. 

At the request of the crown 
Magistrate Woodliffe declared the 
premises of Mrs. Simmons a public 
place. 

"I am doing this for the purpose 
of preventing you from bavins 
liquor at your place for the next 
year." stated his worship. "If you 
do It can be seized and you can be 
brought Into court.

Aurora school officials, teach- 
ers and students observed educa- 
tion week, being held throughout 
Ontario this week, with a spe- 
cial service on Sunday evening 
at Aurora United church. 

Agnes Hill, president of the 
high school literary society, gave 
the opening prayer and read the 
announcements. George Stone, 
the society's vice-president, gave 
the Psalm reading. Principal J. 
H. Knowles explained the pur- 
pose of education week and in- 
troduced the guest speaker, Dean 
A. C. Lewis of the Ontario Col- 
lege of Education. Rev. Roy 
Hicks, the pastor, assisted in the 
service. 

Terming life "a long series of 
educational experiences," Mr. 
Lewis outlined the part the 
home, the school and church 
must play to bring about a well 
rounded out life. 

"At the end of the last war, 
we regarded the problem as a 
race between education or catas- 
trophe, if future w6r were to be 
averted," Mr. Lewis declared. 
"We have learned §11 too dearly 
that education must be some- 
thing more than mere brains." 

Mr, Lewis traced the rise of 
Hitler, fold how science had roll- 
ed back further the horizons of 
learning and how Russia had 
conquered illiteracy but yet had 
had the foresight to prepare for 
war. Propaganda, which he 
termed "the systematic attitude 
of an individual or individuals 
to control the attitude of others 
through suggestion," had been 
allowed to do more than educa- 
tion. Hitler had used propa- 
ganda first in his own country, 
and then lulled other nations to 
a false sense of security by skil- 
ful use of it. 

Education he termed as "plac- 
ing facts and discoveries before 
people without controlling their 
actions." He illustrated how 
even the simplest educational 
exercises in Germany had a mili- 
tary background to them. Teach- 
ers who refused to teach the 
new order had been banished or 
killed. The same system was 
used in the conquered nations. 
In Norway, 12,000 teachers out 
of 14,000 refused to bend their 
will to the Gestapo. "I doubt 
not but that the teachers of this 
country would have done the 
same and we are only fortunate 
It wasn f t here," he said. 

"Read Meln Kampf, and then, 
as an antidote, read the Bible," 
Mr. Lewis said. "Its timeliness 
will surprise you." Ho warned 
that ive were not fighting Hit- 
ler alone, but the German way 
of life, which was based now on 
killing the sources of truth. 
That fact must be considered 
when peace is being determined. 

"Astronomers say wo cgn live 
for 1,000,000 years on the earth, 
but not unless our way of 
living is changed. If tho old 
way prevails wo will eventually 
exterminate the human ruce. 
Don't leave the problem to the 
young people to solve alone. 
We all havo our part to play. 
Only by a search for truth and 
seeing that education in Its true 
senso prevails can we succeed 
In the future,"

Council Takes First Step 

In Procuring Town Nurse 



Aurora town council took the 
first step Monday night towards 
having a town nurse. Council- 
lor Dr. Crawford Rose, having 
acted on instructions given him 
at the last council meeting, re- 
ported on the steps that must be 
taken in order to secure the ser- 
vices of a member of the Vic- 
torian Order of Nurses for 
Canada as a town nurse.

William West, manager of tho 
Collis Leather Co., said on Tues- 
day that tho affluent disposal 
plant, which has been constructed 
at the plant, was working on 
trial. 



After an absence of over three 

years, Group Capt. the Rev. Gil- 
bert O. Lightbourn returned for 
a few brief hours to his former 
parish, Trinity Anglican church, 
"the little church which I love/* 
last Sunday. 

Capt. Lightbourn, who enlisted 
in 1940 and has been overseas 
three years, arrived in Canada 
on Friday for a brief holiday and 
one of his first wishes was to 
revisit his former parish. Despite 
the fact that his coming was not 
known until late Saturday, the 
church was filled to capacity 
with many from other congrega- 
tions joining to welcome the 
padre. 

Capt. Lightbourn paid tribute 
to the service record of Aurora 
men and women and of his own 
church in particular, seven boys 
from Trinity having paid the 
supreme sacrifice. He paid 
tribute to the work of his suc- 
cessor, Capt the Rev. Keltk 
Perdue, whom he had met over- 
seas on several occasions and 
"who is doing a splendid job." 

Capt. Lightbourn said he had 
often thought of Aurora white 
on duty and he knew those at 
home hod thought of him. 

"Your prayers strengthened 
me," he said. 

He chose as his text, "And of 
His kingdom there shall be no 
end," from the Gospel according 
to St Luke. 

v "The world is'full of change," 
he said, u We see that more 
overseas than you do here." He 
told of his experiences in bomb- 
ed London, and the south of 
England and of a visit he had 
made to Caen, and the towns of 
Normandy. War was of necessity 
largely destructive, but he felt 
that there had been a spiritual 
reawakening. 

"One of the duties of R.C.A.F. 
padres is to visit outgoing 
bomber and fighter squadrons 
before they left their bases" he 
said. "One padre had said to 
the crew, *1 really don't know 
what to say/ And one of the 
crew replied, 'Padre, you don't 
need to say anything. We all 
know what your presence stands 
for'." 

An R.C.A.F, pilot had told 
him, "I always look up before I 
leave," and Capt. Lightbourn 
felt that "looking upward" 
might well be something every- 
one did before undertaking any 
of their daily tasks no matter 
how humble. 

In Caen, ho said he had seen, 
ruin and destruction and, recall* 
ed seeing a young girl standing 
on a doorstep of her ruined 
home, the picture of dejection, 
but who stilt looked to the 
future and smiled, raising her 
hand in tho V for victory solute, 
the hope for the future that had 
encouraged those In occupied 
countries to carry on, He told of 



leaders and of their problems. 

"The first thing we need In 
planning for the future Is a re- 
awakening to the sovereignty of 
God," he said. "This Is the firm 
basis needed before we start 
solving other problems. This 
time peopto do not expect the 
end of the war will bring an end 
to all our problems os people did 
after the last war. Tlio post- 
war problems are great, but can 
only bo solved by n realliation 
of tho enormity of the tart* 
ahead, and by our willlngnew to 
toko part In them and assume 
our responsibilities. 

Rev. Canon F. J. Fife assisted 
with tho service. In the After- 
noon Capt. Lightbourn took the 
service for the St. Andrew's Col- 
logo Cadet Corps, who paraded 
nearly 100 strong from the cot- 
lego to tho church for divine 
service. Capt Lightbourn ts an 
old boy of the school. Head- 
muter J, C. Garrett read the 
lesion, and Canon F, J, Fife also 
took part in the service.
